Tho number of establishmontg Involved 
In strikes in this period was 69.1C7, and 
tho number of persons thrown out of em- 
ployment by reason of sbrikos, 3,714,-lOrt, 
maldnff an averuKO loss to the employes of 
caehestalilishmontof ^,308. and to each 
person of $44. The number of establish- 
ineutB involved in lockouts was 6,0(57, and 
the number of persons locked out, 306,690. 
These persons lost an average of $73 eacli. 
Tho assistance given to strikers and tho 
subje-cts of lockouts duriup: tho period 
amounted, as far as ascertainable, to $13,- 
438,704, or a little over 7 per cent, of tho 
total loss to employes. 


This report will cover about 1,200 pages, 
and gives all tho information ascertain- 
able concerning strllces and lookouts for 
the seven and a half years ending June 30, 
1894, especially covered by the report. 
It, 
however, includes the figures given in » 
previous report on tho same subject, clos- 
ing with 1SS6. The report is largely do- 
voted to tables showing tho causes, dura- 
tions, location and cost of those labor dis- 
turbances, aud also gives many other facts 
of interest bearing upon strikes and lock- 
outs. 


One of the most Important tables given 
Is that relating to tho causes of strikes. 
This table shows that more than a fourth 
of them wore caused by a refusal to accedo 
to a demand for Increase of wages, over iS 
per cent, for a refusal to concede a reduo- 
fionj.>f h.mrp, and m^^re than 8 per cent, 
by tho determination of employers to rfv 
duce v/ages. There were 3,020, or almost 
8 per cent, of the strikes caused by sym- 
pathetic action with other strikes, and 
1,(588 were occ.asioned by the employment 
of non-union men. 
Tho industries most 
affected by strikes in tho past seven and a 
half years wore the building trades, with 
20,785 establishments involved. After these 
in the order of importance came coal and 
coke, clothing, tobacco, food proparationsj 
stone quaiTylng, etc. 


Out of a total of 10,488 strikes In the en- 
tire country for this pei'lod B.9U9, or to ex- 
ceed 56 per cent., occurred in twenty-siz of 
the principal cities, while of tho establish- 
ments involved in lockouts over 61 per 
cent, occurred In those cities. Flfty-nino 
por cent, of the establlshmentB engaged in 
strikes Avoro closed on an average of 
days, and 64 per cent, of those engaged in 
lockout for an average of 35 days, tho loss 
of time in otlier cases being only tempor- 
ary. In each case there were a few estab- 
lishments closed permanently. 


fciuccess was gaiued by tho employes In 
over 43 per cent, of the strikes, partial suc- 
cess in over 10 per cent., while tho remain- 
ing 46 per cont. were failures. Over 48 per 
cent, of tlio lockouts succeeded completely 
and over 10 por cont. partially. 


In the successful strikes 0(59,992 persons 
were thrown out of employment, 818,SUI 
In those partially successful, and 1,400,988 
in those which failed. Of the total num- 
ber of persons thrown out of employment 
by strikes in tho entire period of thirteen 
and a half years, 8.78 per cent, were £g- 
males, and by lockouts 


Of the 10,482 strikes which occurrcd in 
the sevcJi aud a half years especially cov- 
ered by tho prcsoiit report, 7,295 were or- 
dered by labor organizations, while of the 
442 li>okouts of this period only 81 were or- 
dered by organizations of employers.

person without that necessary orna- 
ment wouldn't enjoy even a orackcr. 
As Viceroy of tho Chinese Empire ho 
was for years in a positiou tii nrcuum- 
lato'wealth of every sort. 
With his 
five hundred millions be is the owner 
of great rice iieids and innumerable 
pawn sbops, which are most proHt- 
able. In the district where he resides 
he is looked upou as a veritable god. 
Hundreds otishives and servant?? wait 
upon him, and cxcept when he is 
called to court to visit his employer, 
the Emperor, he passes hi.s time 
studying.

FURIES OF STORM AND FIRB 


BKOWFL AND PRAIRIE FIRI:S VIE IN A FEARITJL 
WHIRL OP DESTRUCTION. 


Blizzards of surprisipg violence have 
taged, away ahead of.time, and car- 
ried clouds of sand and Snow and long 
stretches of prairie fires with great de- 
Btructiveness in Minnesota, Iowa, the 
Dakotas and Manitoba during Satur- 
day and Sunday. 
The temperature 
fell with rapidity not only in alMhat 
section, but throughout the lake region, 
and even as far east as the Atlantic 
coast.

Snow fell in such depth at Erie-, Pa., 
as to blockade the street 
railways. 
The wintry mantle fell to the depth of 
five inches at Waterloo, Ont., and in 
various localities severe cold weather 
and furious gales prevailed. 
The wind 
blew continuously at a rate of 50 miles 
tin hour in the Northwest. 


Half a dozen people perished in the 
rapid-running flames in Manitoba, one 
or more others in Minnesota, and a 
great deal of property was destroyed.^. 


Fire spread so rapidly in a gale ajt 
Algiers, opposite New Orleans, that 
1200 persons were left homeless in 
short orderj 240 dwellings burneiJ; a 
loss of ^425,000 imposed principally 
on poor people, and 150 persons pre- 
cipitated into the Mississippi River in 
a panicky rush.

Struck 
by the 
Train. 


Last Thursday, while Mr. George 
Oaster, rpsiding along -the Hanover 
pike, in Oxford twp, was on his way 
to Sheely's coal yard, and as he was 
i^)out to cross the Pitt street crossing 
c^ the W. M. R. R., hia horse was 
struck by the pilot of the engine of 
the 12:59 westbound train 
A sharp 
pull upon the lines by Mr. Oaster 
caused the horse to rear slightly at 
the time the enijine struck him,which 
in all probabilities averted a more se- 
rious accident, as the pilot of the en- 
gine ran under the horse and threw 
the animal to the side Of the track. 
This caused the two left wheels of the 
wagon to collide with the engine, and 
the wheels with the hind axle of the 
wagon were broken. 
Mr. Oaster was 
thrown from the wagon, but his fall 
was broketi by several persons, who 
ran to the scene of the accident,catch- 
ing him aB he fell. 
Mr. Oaster es- 
caped without injury, and the horse 
was but slightly injured. It was very 
fortunate indeed iii^t »0 more seri- 
ous consequences attended the colli- 
sion. 


The accident would probably never 
have happened had the train not been 
late that day, as Mr. Oaster in driv- 
ing past the town clock noted the 
time, and seeing that it was pnst the 
time for the train paid little attention 
thereafter. 
It is also said that the 
train was running at a greater speed 
than usual—certainly faster than al- 
lowed by town ordinances. The cross- 
ing at Pitt ssreet is a dangerous one 
and the greatest precaution should 
be used both by travelers and by the 
trainmen. 


A Close 
Call. 


Dr. J. L. Sheetz had a very excit- 
ing experience while on his way home 
from a professional call on Monday 
morning. 
The Dr. was driving at his 
usual gait along what is termed the 
mill road, over 
which the railroad 
crosses a short distance above Eicheb 
berger'a mill.
